The  war-years  and  war  condition^,  with  house  building 
almost  at  a standstill*  and  the  great  difficulty,  and 
sometimes  failure,  experienced  in  securing  even  the  most 
essential  repairs,  have  naturally  aggavated  the  ever  acute 
shortage  of  decent  ac c ommcd at ion  to  meet  the  needs  of  your 
district . 

However , much  tine  and  thought  both  from  the  national 
and  Local  point  of  view  have  been  given  to  this  most  important 
pho.se  of  Fost  War  .Reconstruction. 

The  present  Government ' s accepted  policy  for  a determined 
attach  on  bad  housing  and  planning;,  with  a general  upgrading, 
is  very  heartening,  especially  to  older  towns  like  Tredegar 
which  contain  so  large  a proportion  of  low  standard  c.nd  ill- 
plained  dwellings . 

Views  synonymous  with  this  declared  policy,  Im.ve  been 
repeatedly  expressed  by  your  Health  Department  in  reports 
submitted  from  time  to  time  for  a number  of  years  past. 
Moreover,  much  good  work  has  undoubtedly  oeeii  accomplished 
throughout  the  country  as  a whole  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Housing  <.-*cts  lp'30  - 193&  (which  afford  Local  authorities  very 
wide  powers  in  this  direction) . 

nevertheless,  quite  apart  from  Slum  Clearance  procedure, 
with  the  benefits  of  modern  rehousing  accommodation  to  the 
occupiers  so  displaced,  the  aim  and  object  now  to  be  striven 
for  and  achieved,  is  the  larger  issue  of  co-ordinating  the 
replanning  and  the  raising  of  the  general  standard  of  housing 
In  keeping  with  present  day  requirements r so  that  similarly 
equal  rights  to  enjoy  such  facilities  as  hot  water  supply, 
bathroom  and  other  amenities  may  not  be  denied  the  equally 
deserving-,  and  probably  more  responsive  sections  of  the 
community,  who  now  live  in  what  were  formally  regarded  as 
fairly  reasonably  fit  dwellings,  despite  their  lack  of  modern 
convenience.  .

It  will  be  seen  that  the  distMfct 
was  free  throughout  the  year  from  Smallpox  and  Para- 
typhoid Fever.  There  was  but  one  notified  case  of 
Enteric  Fever  which  recovered. 

The  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever 
hitherto  regarded  as  endemic  to  the  district,  was 
less  than  half  of  that  for  the  Country  as  a w hole, 
and  the  very  mild  type  generally  wmtli  no  fatal  results. 

No  oases  occured  during  the  months  of  April,  Jxne  an& 

July,  and  one  only  for  each  of  the  months  of  January, 
February  and  Hay  respectively. 

Cerebro -Spinal  Fever,  which  accounted 
for  a number  of  deaths  during  the  earlier  war  years, 
was  absent  except  for  two  cases  notified  towards  the 
end  of  the  year.  Again  no  deaths  were  recorded  from 
this  cause. 

The  report  for  1942,  noted  with 
satisfaction  a very  marked  drop  in  the  number  ef 
Whooping  Cough  and  likewise  Measles  notifications 
Received.  This  was  not  however  maintained  for  1943* 

"The  figures  show  a sharp  rise  in  the  incidence  of 
both  child,  but  none  the  less  dangerous,  diseases, 
which  were  most  prevelant  during  the  earlier  half  of 
the  year.  The  cases  we re  fairly  evenly  diseminated 
over  the  whole  district  but  fortunately,  one  death 
only , (attributed  to  Measles)  occured. 

It  will  be  observed  that  diphtheria 
notifications  were  still  very  mueh  above  the  average 
for  the  Country,  but  many  of  the  ca.ses  admitted  to 
hospital,  were  of  a mild  nature  and  sent  in  for  observation, 
and  happily  there  were  no  deaths. 

The  campaign  of  immunisation  against 
diphtheria  continued  throughout  the  year. Regular  sessions 
we re  held  at  the  clinic  established  for  the  purpose. 
Arrangements  were  made  whereby  a considerable  number  of 
children  received  treatment  at  the  local  schools  and  the 
departments  appreciation  of  the  very  ready  assistance 
given  by  b'oth  headteachers  and  staff  in  this  direction 
cannot  be  left  unmentioned.

Heart  disease,  though 
less  than  the  previous  year,  still  was  the  chief  cause* 

Gf  the  deaths  from  cancer,  the  localisation  of  the  disease 
was  the  stomach  or  duodenum  in  almost  half  the  cases. 

The  deaths  from  pneumonia  and  influenza  were,  with 

one  exception,  amongst  those  of  55  years  of  age  and  over.
